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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply v^hen the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000, Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
6,544,173 to Westetal. 

As per claim 1, West teaches a data collection system, comprising a portable data 
information collection unit having a Hquid crystal display capable of touch sensitive data input, 
wherein the data collection unit has data input and output ports to provide for data interchange 
between the unit and a personal conq)uter, and wherein the unit is programmed to emulate a 
medical history data collection protocol. This feature is met by the wireless medical telemetry 
system that receives vital signs data from one or more sensor assemblies with a portable patient 
monitor (22a, Fig. 5) that includes a liquid crystal display (84, Fig. 5) that may have touch-screen 
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capabilities and similar to patient monitor (22a, Fig. 5), patient monitor (22b, Fig. 6) includes a 
display device such as display screen (84, Fig. 5) (see: column 12, lines 48-64 and column 13, 
lines 16-24). In addition. West teaches that the portable patient monitor (22b, Fig. 6) includes 
input ports (82, Fig. 6) and output ports (96, Fig. 6) for communication with central stations (24, 
Fig. 3) using either wireless communication via its on-board wireless transceiver, or wired 
communication via output port (96, Fig. 6) (see: column 13, lines 30-40). 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

In related art (5,867,688) Simmon et al. teaches a data retrieval and acquisition system 
having a wireless handheld interface for data entry by the user. 

In related art (6,81 1,088) Lanzaro et al. teaches a portable data collection device that has 
a display and manual data entry circuitry. 

In related art (4,916,441) Gombrich teaches a handheld pocket terminal having a screen 
and bar code reader. 

In related art (Using a Pen-Based Computer Health-Related Quality of Life and Utilities 
Information) Le et al. teaches Newton MessagePad technology as part of a chent-client server 
paradigm to collect health-related quality of hfe information.
